Reports from. Suez said today that a three-hour gun

The 
British opened with automatics 
and the guerillas returned fire, 
Soon afterward the pollce rushed 
there and participated in the 
action, according to the reports.

A preliminary test of the 
prospecting equipment, which 
consists of 49 Geiger-Muller 
radioactivity detector tubes with 
automatic map recorders, was 
tried out in a slow-moving 
Anson plane. 

Test samples of uranium oxide 
left on the groung were detect- 
able from their radiations at & 
height of 500 feet when the 
plang was ftying at 120 miles an 
hour. 


SUCCESSFUL FLIGHTS 


Dr Franklin and Mr Peirson 
said that far more sensitive 
detection could be achieved by 
using detectors which scintillate 
when charged particles strike a 
fluorescent substance. There 
are, however, technical difficul- 
ties in producing large volumes 
of the scintillating material. 

The two scientists have since 
made successful prospecting 
filghts over lead and wolfram 
mines which are known to con- 
tain radio-active ores.

Best point 

The strength of Britain’s 
military position today 
vhould not blind British 
peop'e to the future mili- 
tary weakness that she 
faces.

Western Catholics of the United 
States when Catholic priests of 
the Eastern rites began to arrive 
as immigrants, bringing their 
wives and children with them 
and ussuming that they would be 
received into the general com- 
pany of the Church in America. 

The most numerous of 
these immigrants were 
Ruthenian Catholics, of whom 
there are about a million in the 
United States today. They use not 
Latin but old Slavonic in their 
liturgy, and they come from what 
is now the Western Ukraine, but 
was south-eastern Poland before 
the Yalta Agreement. 

The Roman Catholics of the 
United States were amazed and 
scandalised ‘that their — priests 
should be married, and in 1929, 
at the request of some of the 
American bishops, Pope Pius XI 
decreed that only celibate 
Ruthenian priests should be 
admitted to or ordained in the 
United States.

I[f the thumb-sucking 
can be stopped before the child 
reeches the age of four years, 
usually no deformity occurs. 


A child should be made to feel 
that he is loved and secure. 
Other forms of treatment should 
be started only when a child 
appears to be psychologically 
well-adjusted and living in’an 
environment which seems to be 
free from tension, In these 
cases, It would seem that thumb- 
sucking is merely a habit 
prolonged beyond the need 
which originated it. 


Various methods of treating 
this condition have been used, 
but most are rarely successful, 
The method of taking the thumb 
out of the child's mouth repeat- 
edly belongs in this category. 


Many parents attempt to force 
the child to suck bis thumb until 
the child is cager to remove it 
from his mouth. This is best 
done in front of a mirror, and is 
only suceess{ul in the older child.

1936 and 1941 Japan claimed 
an annual catch of 1,3 billion 
“han” (one “kan” ig equivalent 
fo 38.76 kilogrammes), or the 
world's biggest.
